In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of the specific prior art discussed,

examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant faxed a copy of a previsouly submitted power of attorney to verify authority to discuss this case was granted 
and active. See attached. Applicant initiated interview to discuss potential differences in the prior art as interpreted 
and applied. One such distinction was drawn between the terms "compacting" and "compression". All parties agreed 
that the term "compacting" is broader, and encompasses "compressing" methodology. Examiner questioned clarity of 
"compressing the email message" and suggested the removal of any ambiguity of compression of email portions and 
opposed to compression of email messages as a whole. Examiners emphasized the importance of independent claim 
revision and significant claim narrowing in order to isolate the most relevant teachings relating to the claimed invention 
to avoid unneccesary exploration of this broad field. Also, specific methods for compression (compaction) were not 
directly addressed, and Applicant was reminded to stay within the scope and teachings of the present specification, in 
addition to the knowledge within scope of one with ordinary skill in the art at the time of filing for any future 
amendments to the claimed invention. Lastly, various criteria to effect the processing of email messages was 
discussed in breadth, but parties failed to identify any criterion which were outside the knowledge of one with ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of filing. Applicant was encouraged to provide a version of this conversation, and submit a full 
and complete response, including significant claim revision and explanation, in response to the prior non-final action for 
subsequent consideration. 
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
